Antioch was shocked Tuesday by 
word of the death of Charles K. 
Anderson, 81, local .banker, indus- 
trialist, and philanthropist. 

He died on a train en route from 
New York City to Charlestori, W. 
Va., while on a tour of 'the plants 
of the National Standard Co., manu- 
facturers of automobile accessories, 
with other directors of the firm. 
He expected to spend a few days in 
Charleston with acquaintances. 

When. Mr. Anderson did not. leave 
the train with other passengers at 
9 a, m. at Charleston a porter in- 
vestigated and found him lifeless In 
his own berth. Death apparently 
was due to a heart attack and the 
end came Quickly and quietly. 

The body was taken to the Lain 
and Sons funeral chapel, 5501 N. 
Ashland ave., Chicago. 

Word of the passing of "C. K." 
brought sadness to Antioch resi- 
dents, most of whom were friends, 
because of his widespread business, 
political and social activity in the 
communty during the past thirty 
years. No worthwhile project of 
the community was without his 
support during the years and the 
people of Antioch have sustained -a 
very real loss. 

At the Scout House on N. Main 
street which he recently donated 
the flag flies at half staff, emble- 
matic of the sorrow of the entire 
community. 

Born in Sweden, Feb. 25, 1867, 
Mr, Anderson came to the United 
States with his parents when he was 
but three years old. The family 
settled on a farm at New Carlisle, 
Ind., where he received his common 
school' education. 

Came to Chleagc In 190S 

As a- young man he moved to 
Chicago where he organized the Na- 
tional' Standard Co. -in 1903 and be 
came the president of the American 
Wire Cloth Co,' 

He established his home in 1920 
aU a point where Channel lake and 
Lake Catherine meet and nained it 
Andyvilla, It was there that he 
and Mrs. Anderson entertained 
splendidly and often. ^ 

Mr. Anderson founded the First 
National Bank of Anti9ch in 1925 
and served as its president. He 
also rteaded the C. K. Anderson 
Realty Co. in Chicago, . 

Active in political and civic af- 
fairs he served as a member of the 
Lake County Republican Central 
committee and as a director of the 
non-partisan Lake county Civic 
league. 

Always interested in youth Mr. 
Anderson was a benefactor of the

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Coal Is a Competitive Fuel 

A factual study of the economic position of the 
coal industry has this to say: "The high rate of out- 
put of bituminous coal which has prevailed during 
and since the war should not be allowed to obscure 
the very serious tcnd(;ncJe3 of rising costs. Rapidly 
rising wages are not the only consideration. High 
wages could be paid without lasting serious effects 
on labor costs, prices, markets and competitive posi- 
tion of the industry, if the man-hours required per 
ton were reduced rapidly enough. But this has not 
been the case." Tlie study goes on to point out that 
costs must be reduced through better equipment and 
methods, with the emphasis on mechanisation, and 
that this in turn is dependent on adequate earnings to 
iinance improvements. 

This is an economLst's way of saying that high 
wages in the coal industry must eventually be offset 
by greater man-hour production in order to prevent

cess. And. though few Amoricins know St, price-fix- 
ing was attempted in thus counlrj- during the cclonlal

As Miss Lac>- sums the matter up, "The history 
of government limitation of price scenis to teach one 
clear lesson: That in attempting to case the burdens 
of the people in a time of high prices by artificially 
setting a limit to them, the people are not relieved 
but only exxhangc one set of ills (or another which 
is greater." 

When price control was tried four thousand years 
ago it led to a decline in production, to the with- 
holding of goods froni a market which was ho longer 
profitable, and to a raging black market. It did cx- 
actlj- the same thing hcr« when it was continued for 
a time after the last war. Only a free enterprise 
economy, in which manufstcturers, farmers and re- 
tailers must compete for business, can produce in 
abundance. And only free competition, all the way 
from the 5ouroe of raw materials to the stores in 
which finhihed goods are sold, can establish a price 
which is fair, and is based upon the going cost of 
doing business.
